Ferris 
was in that’ crowd, because she heard 
his voice. Her husband gave the party 
$8 and the next’ night the boys had a beer- 
drinking. After his worthy spouse came Uncle 
Diekey himself. He was married Tuesday, 
Aug. 15, and Wednesday returned home; was 
charivaried Thursday; knew nothing of the 
beer-drinking. | On cross-examination, the old 
man admitted that he had said he was married 
Aug. 14; was fined the day he was married for 
leaving his borses unhitched in Carlinville; 
was certain now it was the 15th. 

A nuniber 6f witnesses testified to the 
charivari and the beer-drinking, and that Fer- 
ris was at both of them.

Very few words in it differ from the ordinary 
form. “ Ajurnment”’ is rather an innovation, 
and “visitors” has an odd look, but most of 
the changes consist merely in dropping silent 
letters, which but for one thing we should 
hardly miss. But why is it impossible to avoid 
smiling at the phrase ** wil pleze giv erly no- 
tice”? Probably because it is amusing to find 
linguistic reformers urging us to spell so much 
in the way that ignorant and uneducated peo- 
ple epell. There is no getting over the fact that 
spelling reform once successful, a great deal of 
the point would be taken outof the humor of 
A. Ward and even Thackeray. We laugh at 
what we in our carnal and unregenerate minds 
call bad spelling, chiefly because itis so labori- 
ously and ingeniously spelt by ear; but the ob- 
ject of spelling reform is to make wrivten spell- 
ing conform to spell by ear. To the spell- 
ing reformer * wil pleze giv erly notice”’ 
is no more funny than a tariff? for revenue is 
to an economical reformer. The educated 
world in America has got so far as to drop a 
silent vowel from such words as honor, labor; 
but wild horses will not yet induce the edu- 
cated world at large to write ax, or theatre, or 
even program. It is done bere and there, by a 
newspaper or by a publishing-house, but these 
changes are not adopted by general consent. 

The fact that the educated man remembers 
and identifies words chiefly by the eye, or the 
image presented to the mind through the eye, 
while it is the uneducated and ignorant who 
remember and identify them by ear, is what 
still makes spelling reform food for mirth with 
the very class to which the spelling reformer 
must appeal, and makes his work doubly diffi- 
cult. Spelling reformers themselves now ad- 
mit that the work must be very slow. They 
get most help from the press, especially in the 
West, where tradition in language as in most 
other things counts for less than in older com- 
munities. : ,
